Following  inspection  of  the  many 
inprovements  con^jleted  to  Allison  House,  a  social  hour  visiting  with  friends  was 
capped  with  serving  of  delightful  refreshments,  including  a  four-story  birthday  cake. 

NOVEMBER  2nd  I960  meeting  was  held  in  Shire  Hall,  Belleville.  A  goodly  number  turned  out 
who  had  not  been  able  to  attend  the  Adolphustown  meeting.  Also  several  visitors, 
including  Mr  Gerald  Boyce,  President  of  the  Hastings  County  Historical  Society  who 
reported  that  good  progress  was  being  made  toward  establishment  of  a  County  Museum 
in  the  old  Registry  building  at  rear  of  the  new  Court  House.
